How Much Garden for the Family? 
The home garden is especially 
important this year in view of high 
prices and the national food short­ 
age. 
Every family should produce 
enough vegetables for home con­ 
sumption.

of horticulture of the Missouri Col­ 
lege of Agriculture.
